The Report. 
OUTRREAK OF RUNONIC PLAGUE IN HONGKONG, 


Durlng last summer the Colony suffered from 
anoulbreak.of Bubonle Plague, probably the most 
sertous stelenessosan epidemic nature with which 
Hongkong has been assailed since its occupation 
by the Rriulsh, The disease, though knbwo fn 
Halean ard. other parts of Southern Chins, had 
never before reached Hongkong, and the terror— 
which contact with the unfamillar, particclarly 
with regard to such a visitation, and among an 
ignorant people {1 apt to produce—led toa panic 
resulting in an exodus of the ipnbabltants. to 
nelrhbouring places, of Supposed greater safety, 
such as had not before been exverlenced here. 
Rusiness wae dn a great, measure Interrupted 
both on account of: the absence of « large 
partion of the population and the presence of the 
plague, and the loss to the Colony was--very 
serlous, The disease was supposed to hava 
been introduced from Canton, where it hed 
made ls appearance some {Ime previously, and 
the indanltary condition of many of the districts 
in the Clty of Victoria sfforded a very 
fitting nursery for its propagation, 
assisted by, perhaps,. an ‘abnormal condl+ 
Hon of the atmosphere the result, not untikelr, 
of a long continued ‘drought, Whatever the 
circumstances were which favoured {ts growth 
the disease found an easy footing in our midst, 
Tt broke out in May (or earlier) and continued 
until September, when the Plague Proclamations 
of rob May dnd oth August were withdrawn b; 
the Authorles. A-band of volunteers —Naval, 
Military and Civil--did good service under, 
periaps, not very encouraging clrcumatances, 
and with no great show of csatitude from those 
whom they deslred to benefit, {n attempting to 
amellorate the condition of the sufferers, Owlng 
to the large numbe's who left the Colony the 
exact mortallty could not be ascertained, and, 
though serious, was perhaps less than might 
have becn expected under the circumstances, 
The disease claimed few victims other than Chi- 
nese, but such fmmunity may sot be agalo 
erjoyed should a recurrence of the plague take 
place, and we are found unprepared, A report 
was recently made to the Sanitary Board that 
bubonic plague had appeared at Amoy, but, as 
will be seen from the accompanying correspond: 
ence, its existence there was dented, 


-QUARANTINE REGULATIONS IMPOSED aw 
SINGAPORE AGAENBT HONGKONG, 

‘What appeared to be the quite unoeccasarily 
_ severe nature of the quarantine regulations im- 
posed spalnst Hongkong during the prevalence 
of the plague was brought to the notice of the 
Government with the view that, should ft unfor- 
tunately be again considered dealrable to enforce 
such regulations, an endeavour ‘should be made 
to induce the’Stralts Government to frame these 
with tho strictest regard to the very large interests 
of both Colonies which are so very adversely 
affected by such onerous restrictlons, The Com- 
mittee, while very fully sympathilog with the 
desire of any community to guard against the 
Introduction of dangerous diseases, are Inclined 
to think that the precautions taken are olten (he 
outccme—lf not of panie—of, al least, over-hasty 
action, and sre olten entirely to the

RESTRICTIONS ON THR IMPORTATION (F 
MACHINERY INTO CHINA. 

In reply to the Chamber's erquirtes regarding 
the probibitory notification, referred to leat yerr, 
Issued by the Commlistoner of Customs, Shang- 
hal, Her Beltannic Minister a1 Peking stated that 
the Doyen of thi 
tested against the-notification In questlon, and 
had Informed t¥e Chinese Government that the 
forrign representatives decilned to recognize Its 
valldity an’ bein oppored to the privileges 
accorded by the treatler, and that the question 
stilt formed the subject of correspondence 
between the Corp: Diplomat!que and the Tstng- 
W Yemen; adding that communications to the 
same effect had been addreseed to Her Dritannic 
Majesty's Consuls at the different treaty ports, 
The matter was brought up in the House of 
Commons on 26th June last by Sir G. Haden 
Powe'l, when a reply similar to the above state- 
ment was elicited. : 

INDIAN IMPORT DUTY ON SILVER.

THE COINAGE OF A BRITISH DOLLAR, 

The Committee learned with sat{sfaction that 
the Home Authorities had declded to sanction 
the above cofnace, the necessi'y for which has 
at different times throughout the year been 
keenly felt, emphasizing the advisability of not 
belug dependent apon outside sources for any 
portion of ¢ currency. A slight. want cf 
unanimlty onthe part of some ofthe mercantile 
community fi Singapore may have caused a 
Iltele delay,bat [It bas been: decided. to begin 
coming at once, The dollar will be 416 greins 
{pn weight and of 900 millesimal fineness, cor- 
responding wlth the Japanese Yen, and will be 
constitated a legal tender fn Hongkong and the 
Straits Settlements, Jt will be minted for the 
public at one per cent., In exchange for bulllon. 

BUNDAY CARGO-WORKING ORDINANCE, 

The Chamber has bad occasion to call the 
attentlon of the. Government to an amendment 
{po the Sanday Labour Ordinance which admits 
of all mall ateamers (Irresnective ef nationality

The concersion Is believed 
to have been made unsolicited st the 
suggestion of the Post, Office ‘authoritles, and 
was apparently unnecessary, as. the mail 
steamers without acceleration of speed can early 
deliver thelr malls well. within contract tmo. 
Under the same Ordinance the Government 
recently prosecoted the sgenig of the steamer 
Hufeh for violation of the law by loading bunker 
coal on Sunday. The Moglstrate decided that 
bunker coal was not cargo and dismissed the 
ease—thus supporling a previous decision given 
{n favour of the steamer’ Whampoa; adding—- 
“T am of opinion the Ordinance overlooked the 
existence of bunker coal, or else never intended 
it to be regarded as cargo.” A question referred 
to the Chamber as to whether or not ballast 
would be considered cargo under the Ordinance 
rematos undecided, as In the particular cese 
referred to, which would have been made a test 
one, the steamer arrived in time to ballast on 
Saturday. In connection with this the Harbour 
Master expressed an opinion that as bailast {s 
not Included in the clause exernpting certain 
things from the provisions of the Ordinance, a 
permit would be necessary, to which a fee 
attaches according to the tonnage of ihe veusel, 


THE TELEGRAPH COMPANIES AND THE 
CHAMBER, 


The Chamber bas had the opportuntty durin 
the past year of exchanging congratulations wil! 
the Telegraph Companies on the completion of 
the cable connecting Hons kong with Singapore 
via Borneo and Labuan, and also on the celebra- 
tion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of: the 
initiation of telegrsphy in the Far East.

This vexed question has again cropped up on 
several occasions, begloning with a renewed 
complaint on the part of the River Steamboat 
Companies that these concessions were again 
being freely granted, with the result that the 
bulk of the teason's tea bad been diverted from 
thelr steamers Into native janks, The difficulty 
of adductog positive proof that spectal allowances 
vre made, @ matter which Her Britannic 
Majesty's Miolster at Peking, who has taken a 
keen Interest In the question, has made almost a 
sine Gua won, Ulllrerains, Particolare of many 
lostances in which these concesslons have been 
granted are not difficult to obtain, but owing to 
the dread the Chinese have of thelr own officials, 
and the fear; however remote, of fo any way 
compromising themselwes hy givlo evidence in 
such a matter, renders ft all but impoaslble to 
get these pariicolars. substantiated, His 
Excellency the Governor has mde himself fully 
acquainted with the question, and will, no doubt, 
use his influence to enceavour to bring about « 
reform, Our nelghbours in Canton have 
approached the subject, but froma different 
point of view,. contending that the granting 
of such dutles fs « positive benefit to the 
exporters of tes, and other articles of produce, 
It may: even be admitted that fn some 
(natan uch benefits do acctue, but ft cannot 
be gainsald that these are obtained con- 
trary to the terms of the treatles, and {f a devia- 
lion from treaty obi{gations in one direction ts 
allowed to pass unnoticed, similar departures In 
other directions would be sure to follow,
